A certain young gentleman applied toColleyCibber to look over 
a new dramatic piece. He knocked at his door, and gave into his 
hands a lot of paper, as he stood on the threshold, the door being 
but half opened, he desired he would read, and give his opinion 
of it, Cibber turned over the first leaf; and reading only two 
lines, returned it with these words, “Sir, it will not do.” The mor- 
tified author left him, and Cibber full of the adventure, went to 
Button’s Coffee House, and ready to split with laughter, related 
the story to Colonel Brett, but he, far from applauding such con- 
duct, put on a severe brow, and treated him with very sharp lan- 
guage. He told him that if the gentleman had resented this vile 
usage in any manner, he would have been justified. ‘‘Do you 
pretend, Sir, by reading two lines, and that in aridiculous cursory 
manner, to judge of the merit of a whole Play!’”” Much more to 
the same purpose theColonel added, and when he had done left the 
room. Cibber made no reply, he squinted as usual, took a pinch 
of snuff, and set down to ruminate on the affair under the pretence 
of reading The Spectator. ; 

One of the most ancient dramatic works of modern Europe is a 
Mystery, called ** The Passion of our Saviour,” which compre- 
-hends the whole history of our Lord from his baptism to his death. 
It was acted in Paris towards the end of the fourteenth century, 
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by acompany of pilgrims who formed an establishment there, and 
called themselves ‘‘ The Fraternity of thePassion.’’ The piece was 
too long to be represented without interruption ; it was therefore 
continued from day to day, and the whole mystery was divided 
into acertain number of journees, each of which included the 
Jabours or the representation of a day. Eighty seven characters ap- 
pear in the mystery, amongst whom we find the three persons of 
the Trinity, six Archangels, six Devils, the Twelve Apostles, and 
Herod and his whole court ; «xtravagant machinery seems to have 
been employed, to give to the representation all necessary pomp. 
Many of the scenes were recited to music, and we likewise meet 
with chorusses, the intermingled verses indicate a very perfect ac- 
quaintance with the harmony of the language. Some of the cha- 
racters are well drawn, and the scenes occasionally display a 
very considerable degree of grandeur, energy and tregic power. 
Although the language sometimes becomes prosaic and heavy, 
and some most absurd scenes are introduced, yet there is great 
talent in the conception of this terrible Drema, which not only 
surpassed its models, but, by placing before the eyes Of a Christian 
asrembly all those incidents for which they felt the highest vener- 
ation, must have affected them much more powerfully than even 
the finest Tragedies can do at the present day.
